the line into East Berlin after the 
Army officer in charge of the 
{tour refused to show his identity 
j card to an East Berlin police­ 
man, Under the four-power agree­ 
ments on Berlin the East Ger­ 
mans may not control or check 
Western Allied .soldiers. 


The soldiers were turned hack 
at the border shortly after the 
East German police turned on a 
jet of water that splashed the 
feet of two American soldiers on 
guard duty. The Communists shut 
off the water when the Ameri­ 
cans reached toward their hand 
grenades.

They referred to “Housing Characteristics" of 
the census, published this week by the Bucks Coun­ 
ty Planning Commission, which states that 32 per 
cent of the Newtown housing units and 31.4 per ct ut 
of those in Morrisville are in that undesirable 
classification. 
The figures arr based on information gathered 


in April, i960, when the census was taken. T h e 
grading was done by the individual census ta k e rs 
in their calls from holist to house. 
Much Is Better 
The rest of Lower Bucks County tared consi­ 
derably better in the census results.

As examples of 
defects a "sound" hou.se could 
have, the bureau cited lack oft 
paint, damage to the porch or 
steps, small crack* in the walls, 
plaster or chimneys and broken 
gutters or downspouts

than would be provided in the 
course of regular maintenance It 
has one or more defects of an 
i intermediate nature," the bureau 
[said, "that must tie corrected if: 
I the unit is to continue to provide 
safe and adequate shelter." 
Examples were given as shaky 
and unsafe porch steps, broken 
piaster and rotter! window sills 
and frames 
Signs Of Neglect 
"Such defects," the government 
said, "are .signs of neglect which 
lead to serious structural damage 
if not corrected.” 
"Dilapidated" 
houses, 
accord 
ling to the census definition, 
do 
not provide 
safe and adequate 
shelter ” Such a house, the bureau 
said, "has on*, or more critical 
defects or is of inadequate original I Steel 
construction. Critical defects are 
those which indicate neglect and 
serious damage to the structure."
